The undersigned was assigned this investigation via the normal channels of this 
command on 27 August 2008 and acknowledged receipt on 28 August 2008. The 
initiation report of Sgt. Thomas Rodriguez #818, inventory sheet #11399848 and bank 
receipt (Attachment # 4), were included in this investigative file. The undersigned 
oblmned the initial deleted inventory sheet #11396343 (Attachment #5), Supplementary 
report (Attachment #6) Vice case report (Attachment #7), related inventory sheets 
#11399869, # 1139638.6, #l ] 396329 (Allachment #8), 005 District A&A sheets for 14 
August 2008 S'** watch (Attachment #9) and 005 District A&.A sheets for 17 August 2008 
2"'’ watch (Attachment U 10). 

The undersigned reviewed the aforementioned reports and learned that the subject USC 
was seized in an on-going Area 2 Gang Intelligence NarcoticynvestiaatioT^onducted by 
The USC was seized from a M/1/21 subject 
who has denied ownership of the USC. Further review of the relevant reports 
revealed that the amount declared on inventory #11399848 (Attachment #4) is consistent 
with the amount declared on all the reports submitted by accused including the initial 
deleted inventory #11396343 (Attachment #5). 

The Witness, P/O Helen Adams #11084 was notified to appear (Attachment # 12) on 04 
September 2008 and reported to TAD on 09 September 2008 for a formal statement 
(Attachment #15). In her statement, P/O Adams related that she did not recall 
encountering neither P/O Teresi nor Sgt. Waller nor did she recall any other persoimel 
taking anything out of the safe on 17 August 2008, while fulfilling her duties as Acting 
Desk Sergeant. She further related that the keys for the safe are inside the Desk Sergeants 
desk and that it is the responsibility of the Desk Sergeant to place inventoried items in the 
safe and no personnel are allowed to place or remove items from the safe without the 
Desk Sergeant’s permission. She also related that the safe is in plain view of the desk 
personnel. 

The Witness, Sgt. Tommy Walker #2328 was notified to appear (Attachment #11) on 01 
October 2008 and reported to lAD on 06 October 2008 for a formal statement 
(Attachment #18). In his statement, Sgt. Walker related that he did not recall 
encountering neither P/O I'cresi nor Sgt. Waller, nor does he recall inventory #11396343 
(Attachment #5) specifically. 

The accused, P/O Martin Teresi #11254, was served with administrative proceeding 
rights and notification of charges/allegations (Attachment #13) on 04 September 2008 
and reported to I AD on 10 September 2008 for a formal statement (Attachment #16). P/O 
Teresi related that while conducting a narcotics investigation On 14 August 2008 an 
amount of USC was rccovered/seized and transported to Area 2. The subject USC was 
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counted by him and then by his supervisor Sgt. Waller for verification. He related that the 
amount was $5,286.00 which was initially inventoried under inventory #11396343 along 
with the four (4) white envelopes and plastic bag in which the USC was 
recovered/Seized. He further related that they were notified on 17 August 2008 that 
ERPS courier would not accept inventory #11396343 due to e-track guidelines 
prohibiting the inventorying of other items along with USC. Inventory #11396343 was 
returned to him and he was instructed to re-inventory all items separately (Attachment 
#8). He further related that neither he nor Sgt. Waller recounted the USC upon re¬ 
inventorying same. He added that upon completion all of the newly generated inventories 
were resubmitted, approved by Sgt. Waller and turned over to 005 District desk personnel 
and deposited in the 005 District desk safe. P/0 Teresi could not recall specifically by 
whom nor to whom the inventories were turned over. 

The accused, Sgt. Fred Waller #1822, was served with administrative proceeding rights 
and notification of charges/allegations (Attachment # 14) on 04 September 2008 and 
reported to lAD on 10 September 2008 for a formal statement (Attachment #17). Sgt. 
Waller also related that while conductin^^^coticynvestigatioi^i^mount of USC was 
rccovered/seized from a suspect and transported to 

Area 2 for processing. He further related that P/0 Teresi counted the USC and submitted 
same in inventory #11396343. Sgt. Waller added that he counted and verified the amount 
to be $5,286.00 and approved inventory #11396343. Sgt. Waller could not recall by 
whom the inventory #1139643 was deposited in the safe, Sgt. Waller explained that the 
reason the USC was re-inventoried was due to ERPS courier refusal to accept inventory 
#1139643 because the bag and envelopes in which the USC was recovered/seized were 
inventoried along with the USC rather than separately. He also related that upon 
approving the re-inventory of the USC in inventory #11399848 he did not recount same 
nor could he recall by whom it was deposited in the 005 District safe.
